FARM HOUSE AN iD SURROUNDINGS.

Farmers, me- 
chanics, merchants, professional men, ll 
alike live in unhealthy houses. Every day 
that I ride about this county, I see houses 
that are situated in unhealthy localities, on 
the north side of hills, in damp valleys near
